It is here acknowledged by Mr. Walfingham, Ww the 
ftrongeft Terms, thar an Army is dangerous, when garbled, 
or modelled; That is, according to his own Explanation, 
wien any Officers are difcharged for being DISAGREEABIE 
TO THE Ministers; or, becaule They will nor ferve 
MINISTE\1AL Proygcrs. We muft, therefore, conclude, 
thac the nelle Lord. of whom I have been fpeaking, was 
not dimiiled on exher of thefe Accounts; for fuch a Sup- 
polation would draw fome untoward Confequences after If 
chis 
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this Reafon, I fay, We muft afcribe rhis Event to Motives 
of a diferent Nature; and, perhans, fome Difcoveries. 
may have been lacely made of the noble Lord's Want of 
Courage, or Conduct in military Affairs. Indeed, the 
Whig Writers have formerly. thought fir to make honoura- 
ble Mention of his Behaviour in Flanders, during the late 
Wars; and, I never heard, that his Regiment hath fince 
made a verv bad Appearance upon Hounflow Heath; bur, 
as his Difmiffiin could not poflibly arife from any Objece

Imutt likewife pur Mr. Walfingham in Mind that Com- 
miffions in the Army are different from Employ- 
ments inthe Royal Houfhold, upon which he def{canted fo 
very amply in the Cafe of another noble Peer, lately dii- 
miled; for We have often had it from his own infallible 
Mouh, that our prefent Army is a national Army, or the 
Peoples Aviny, as it 1s kept up only by Parliamentary Au- 
thority, and for the Prorection of our common Liberties. If, 
therefure the Wifdom of the L egiflature cannot find out any 
Method to defear the unwarranrable Influence. of 
fuch a Minifier over the Officers of our Army, ic will follow. 
irom h's own Reatoning, tha: thefe Commands are incompati- 
ble with Seats in Parliament, upon the Freedom of which- 
the Prefervation of our Liberties abfolutely depends. Nay, 
Iwill venture to goa litte farther, upon the fame Suppofi- 
fion, and affert, rhat no Gentleman of Honour can bé fond of: 
Quine in either Houle of Parliament upon fuch Terms ; 

efpecially, 
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efpecially if the Minifter fhould carry his Power fo far as 
ro extend it to the Protection of every dirty Stockjobber, 
who may have ferved his Purpofes, to rhe Ruin of Thou. 
fands, and the Difhonour of rhe Nation. This would be 
degrading the Gentlemen of the Army the lowett of 
Inftruments, the Tools of a cornrurt and an Avi-Screen- 
MINISTER. 

I fhall conclude with a glorious Inftance of King Wm 
rram’s Conduct, in a Cafe of this Nature, which I have 
formerly mentioned ; bur I believe the Repetition of ir will 
not be thought impertinent at this Time. 

When that Prince was preffled by fome of his Minifters 
to difmifs Sir George Rooke from his Service, for oppofing 
fome of their Meatures in Parliament ; He gave Them the 
following Anfwer, worthy of a great and a wife Monarch -- 
No, faid He; if you have any Thing to alledse azainft his 
Conduét in the Navy, I may comply with your Requeft ; but 
will never difcharge a BRAVE, EXPERIENCED OFFICER, 
who hath always behaved Himfelf well in my Service, for no 
other Reafon than becaufe be did not Vote as you would have 
bad him in

More Remarkable Claufes in the late Bill, for laying an 
Excife upon Tobacco, 
MUR Fog in his laft Fournal gives us fome other Parts of 
| the late Famous Bill, for laying an Excile upon To- 
bacco. He tells his Readers, that, fince he has not Room to 
infert the whole Bill in bis Paper, he [hall omit the Claufe 
which fecured Three Farthings in the Pound to the KiNG, 
during his Life, and upon which no Drawback was to be ale 
lowed, even upon Exporcation. Mr. Fog begs Leave, however, 
to recommend this Claufe in a Particular Manner to Mr- 
Osborne’s Confideration, becaufe that Gentleman was pleafed 
fooften to affirm, that the King was to be no Gainer by the 
Scheme. | 
Mr. Fog declares, he fhall alfo omit that Claufe, which 
laid a Penalty upon all Dealers, who fhould not enter at the 
Excile-Office, every Wareboufe, Room, Shop, Vault, Cellar, or 
other Place made Ufe of for Reeping, or manufafturing To- 


bacco,

The Excellence of the Maxims in the Chinefe Government 
is fhown from fo many fine Inftances im the Treatife above- 
mentioned, that fince the Publication of it, We have Reafons — 
to believe, People are much more curious and inqui/itive, than — 
they were before, to know fuch Tranfattions as have happened 
sx China. That we may, in fome Mea(ure, fatisfy this Cu-

An Extract of a Letter from Canron in Cura. 
SI | 

AS you was pleafed to exprefs fome Satisfactation, upon 

reading the feveral Pieces I had the Houour to tend 
you, concerning the Government of China, which were fo 
many Extracts ourof the Publick Gazette of this Empire; 
I believe a bricf Account of the Jnftiturion and Contents 
of thele Gazettes may nor be unaccertable to you. To 
give youa general Idea of them, I need only fay, thar they 
are jult the Reverfe of our European News-Papers, which 
are a Medley of Truth and Falfhood, blended together 
without any Diftinction, and often containing more of the 
Latter than the Former; whereas, thefe are fo ftrictly tied 
done to Truth and Faél, that to deviare from them is 2 
capiral Crime. We had a late Inftance of rwo Writers, one, 
. an Officer in one of the Sovereign's Tribunals, and the orher, 
a Clerk in the Poft-Offce, who were fentenced to die for 
having inferred fome Circumftances in the Gazerre, which, 
upon Examination, appeared to be Falfe. Thete Gazettes, 
which are publifhed Daily, and are properly a Sort of 
Pamphlets, confifting of fixty or feventy Paces, are never 
printed ‘ull they are prefenred to the Emperor, and they 
often contain Pieces of his own Compofition. By this Time, 
1 believe, | have ftirred up your Curiofiry to know the ge 
neral Conrents of thefe smportant Pamphlets ; {hall give 
you immediare Satisfaction. They are, in fhort, a Collec- 
tion of almoft all the Publick Affairs, which are rranfacted 
in this vaft Empire. They contain all the 
vials and Petitions prefented to the Emperor, with his Re 
Jolutions Upon, and 4nfmers to them ; the Emperor's Inftruc- 
tionsto the Mandarins throughout the whole Empire ; whe- 
ther proceeding from Motives of his own, or in An{wer to 
Remonfirances made to him; and an Account of all bis 
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Favours difpenfed as well to them as the People; the Con" 
fultations and Opinions of the feveral Sovereign Tribunals, 
as they are laid before the Emperor for his Confirmation ; 
and an Infinity of other Matters of the like Nature. Bur, 
to give you aclearer Idea of thefe Things, I have fent you 
feveral Extracts our of thele Gazettes. 

N.B. Thefe Extratts being moft of them very Curious, we 
foall, from Time to Time, communicate them to our Readers, 
and begin now with an Account taken from one of thefe Ga- 
zertes, of the Publick Spirit, with which a Chinefe Mandarin 
aceufed one of the Emperor’s chief Favourites, a Prince of the 
Blood, and his Prime Minifter, of feveral Malverfations, and 
Oppreffions of the Subje&t. 

In the third Year of rhe Reign of the prefent Emperor, 
a great ord, who was Generaliffimo of the Army, and 
had done the Empire confiderable Services inthe laft War, 
which the Chinefe had with the Prince of Tartary, being puffed 
up with Pride, and forgetting his Duty to his Sovereign, 
had abufed the Authority confided in him by the Empe- 
ror, formed Cabals to excite a Rebellion, and committed 
the moft atrocious Crimes, in order to enrich himfelf.

“ over them ? Such Excufes might rake Place in Matters 
of {mall Importance ; but here the Queftion is for above 
“ten Millions. Can we then believe, that Long-coto is 
‘Innocent ? Is ic to be prefumed his Servants durft have 
“pillaged {uch immenfe Sums ? Or would the Dealers in 
“ Salt have been fo blind ro their own Intereft, ro have 
“ pur fuch Sums into the Hands. of Servants, if they had

shis Work, and to be at the Expence of st. Long-coto, added 
he, has fine Talents, be may yet be of Service to the Empire.

The Sovereign Tribunal has 
already condemned him to lofe his Head. His Senrence 
has been prefenred to the Emperor, for his Confirmation, 
and, in all Appearance, it will only be commuted into 
Strangling, inftead of Bebeading.
